500,000 Reported

help needed." 

'Japanese and allied rescue tcam.i met ffrcnt difficulties as 
they BtrURRlcd to reach the center of the stricken area. 

Disrupted communications de- 
layed ca.iuaUy reports and calls for help. 

Death toll reports from Shikoku and southern Honshil 
Lilnnds showed wide discrepancies.
